Wot only have the Unll'aiis stopped righting 
against us, but to a greater extent than we 
had the right to cHjcct they are trying to 
light on o;ir side. iVtontlnental Itnly tliey 
are Just aljoul as powerless lo help us as they 
had been to harm us; bMl against l!a;.ls, as 
previously against us, ihcy do posses.s a con- 
siderable nuisance value. 

In Sardinia, where they were not outnum- 
bered, they tpok the Inltlnllve and drove the 
Germans out. glvlng^us, without the cxpcncU- 
ture of a single Amerlcnn or English life, 
the use of several valunblc airfields and.some 
very fair harbots. 

If the die-hard haters hnd had their way 
Italy would .itlll have been obliged, to e 
render ntieondltloiinllj', but wo certainly 
would not 'have had the ncllve military col 
laborutlon that wc now nre receiving. ' 

About Badogllo, even more than Darlan. 
we must keep In mind that nationalism is 
very deeply enlronched In Europe, and we 
must remember that military men are bred 
from ndolescence In the tradition of obedl' 
cnce to their superiors. 
. When Mussolini imposed hla will upon a 
weak king. BadogUo went along. Thcro-ls no 
evidence that he ever 'lilted the altuatlon. 
There is much evidence that he, did not. put 
he was lOynl to his country Jind his king. 

Now/that cIrcumstancEs have given him 
oppoKtunlty to work and tlglit against Fas- 
cLsm, he Is keeping the folth.
